COMMERCE?! 


ENGLISHMEN ‘ARE “GOOD 
LINGUISTS." 


‘ SIR DENISON ROSS ON 
LEARNING. , 
The: learning of languages was 
discussed at the Internationai 
Congress on Commercial Eduea- 
tion, at the London School of 
Economics last month, :

fossilised remains have just’ beeu 
dug up o few miles from Epupel 
in tho territory of La Pampa and 
which indicate that he was morc 
than sixteen feet long, or..abort 
three times as‘ large as the biggest 
one yet found. Tiny descendants 
of these magnificent yaints still 
skitter. about the pampas, making 
holes which trip galloping horses 
and cause them to be sworn at by 
the gauchos just as vehemently as 
American cowboys swear at prairie 
dogs. ‘Their little six-inch sholle 
are lined with brightly coloured 
satins and sold to tourists as dain- 
ty baskets for needlework. 

But ‘there was nothing Iadylike 
or dainty about the gliptodonte 
whose fossil has just been’ discover- 
ed by Orestes Fieg, an amateur .col- 
lector of prehistoric animals, for it 
required severn) strong men to 
pick up his tail alone. It was four 
feet, ten inches long and one foot, 
vten inches in diameter where it 
joined the body. 

The remains of this: largest of 
all armadillos were found in a 
{bluff sixty-five feet high, under a 
j deep ayer of fossilized volcanic ash 
and on top of limestone and salt 
strata, indicating a . tremendous 
cataclysm of volcanic origin in thr 
dnys when the pampas, once. the 
hottom of the sea, were stil] in the 
procets of rising and drying. 

Tho Ona Indians of Tierra del 
Fuego, of whom ‘only about a hun 
dred remain, have a. tradition that 


they came originally from a flat}: 


plain country which was bordered 
on the west by high mountains and 
on the east by the sen’; that the god 
of the mountains awoke one day 
rom a jong sleep, his awakening 
causing the earth to tremble, while 
great clouds of white earth fell to 
the ground, ‘Wild with fear tha 
ancestors of the Onag fled south- 
ward, where the land became very 
narrow and. finally terminated on 
the shores of a very cold sea, Later 
there was another horrible carth- 
quake and this region was separat- 
ed: from the Jand to the nothward, 
remaining an island. . ‘ 

The fossilised ash of the pampas 
in which this latest gliptodone was 
found, lying ns it does between the 
Andes ond the. Atlantic, is presum- 
ed to be the remains of the catas- 
trophe caused by the awakening of 
the god of the mountains.

SIR. GILBERT PARKER 
WELL-KNOWN AUTHOR 
{THROUGH REUTER’s AGENCY.)

Right Hon. Sir Gilbert Park- 
er, the well-known author and Im- 
perinlist, whose novels of Canadian, 
English and.
